4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
6,244,295 (Burtussek et al.) disclose a composite component comprising an inner component 
(26) made of a plastic (col. 2, lines 62-66) with a first coefficient of thermal expansion, an outer 
component (12) made of metal (col. 4, lines 11-13) having a second lower coefficient of thermal 
expansion, an internal diameter enlargement that is surrounded by a region having a smaller 
diameter (groove that houses rim 54 in figure 4), and wherein the inner component and the outer 
component are press fit together (col. 3, lines 19-20) but lacks the inner component fastened to 
the outer component by positive engagement which is formed by either heating or thermally 
induced flow of the inner component into the internal-diameter enlargement of the outer 
component.
